London, March 9.,—Fighting between 
the-French and the Germans northwest 
and north of Verdun has in no wise 
siackened. Particularly violent have 
been the attacks of the Germans to the 
north of Verdun, around Douaumont, 
the village of Vaux and Fort Vaux, but 
according to Paris they went for 
naught.

CORBEAUX WOOD 
CLEARED OF GERMANS. 


To the west of the Meuse, midway 
between Bethincourt and the river, the 
French have continued on the offen- 
sive in the Corbeaux wood and are of- 
ficially reported to have driven the 
Germans from almost all of that im- 


portant salient. 
In the eastern theater the Russians 


at various points have taken the of- 


fensive against German advanced po- 
sitions, but Berlin declares they no- 
where met with success. 

The Russians on the Black sea coast 
continue to press towards Turkey's 
principal port, Trebizond, and also are 
making progress toward the Otto- 
mans in the Persian sector. 

The Russian foreign office catego- 
fically denies that Turkey has made 
peace proposals of any kind. 

Germany has declared war on Portu- 
gal. Thus thirteen countries now are 
engaged in the international struggle. 

The declaration of war was made by 
Germany chliefly on account of the re- 
cent seigure of German merchantmen 
interned in Portuguese ports and Por- 
tugal’s refusal to rescind this action. 
A long series of alleged breaches of 
neutrality by the Portuguese govern- 
ment also were contributing factors.

comrades and bring to justice the out- 
laws whose depredations have terror- 
ized Americans on both sides of the 
border. 


Reports that the American troopers 
were in action tonight probably fifteen 
miles south of the border against a 
much larger force of bandits were heayd 
with anvious interest in official cir- 
cles. Five troops of cavalry crossed 
the border early in the day. 

ACT, NOT CONSIDERED 
AS INVASION. 

While no formal word of the policy of 
the administration was given out, it 
was reliably stated that the army 
would be given free rein to catch the 
bandits if possible. It was not con- 
sidered in administration circles that 
Colonel Slocum’s act in any sense con- 
stituted an invasion of Mexico, a policy 
which the administration has opposed 
in the past, and will continue to op- 
pose. ee 

The state department at first had 
planned to ask permission of the Car- 
ranza government to send troops across 
the border in pursuit of the outlaw 
band. Then came official word that 
the cavalry already had crossed. Later 
Mr. ‘Arredondo called upon Secretary 
Lansing, expressed regret for the Villa 
raid, and was informed of the attitude 
of the United States.. Mr. 
said he would communicate with Gen- 
eral Carranza immediately. 

LANSING 16 READY 
TO MEET OBJECTION. 

In expressing « hope that the Car- 
tanza government would not object to 
the crossing of the troops the state 
department was said to fully realize 
that there might be objectiong and that 
it was fully prepared to meet them. Per- 
sons who talked to Mr. Arredondo, how- 
ever, gathered the impression that he 
at least seemed to believe the Car- 
ranza government might not object,

Columbus, N. M., March 9%.—Mrs. 
Maud Hawk Wright. an Ameri- 
can woman, who said she was held cap- 
tive by Villa for nine days and was 
liberated in the midst of today's fight- 
ing, declared that Villa announced on 
March 1 his intention to attack Co- 
lumbus and proceeded north under 
forced marches. . 

His men, with scant supplies, suf-

Wright said Villa led nearly fifteen 
hundred men upon the sleeping Ameri- 
can town at which were quartered less 
than three hundred American. troopers. 
She said that some of the men re- 
tained to guard her during the march 
north told her that Villa had three 
thousand men and six thousand horses.

Berlin, March 9.— (Via Wireless to 
Sayville.)— Germany declared war on 
Portugal at 3:30 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon and handed his passports to 
the Portuguese minister. 

“The German government therefore 
considers. herself free this time in war 
with the Portuguese government,” is 
the conclusion of a declaration hand- 
ed by the German minister at Lisbon 
to the Portuguese government and in 
Berlin to the Portuguese minister, the 
news agency announcement state. 

“The German declaration,” says the 
news agency, “emphasizeg the fact that 


recent illegal seizures of German 
ships in Portuguese ports, which is 
the gravest sort of breach of neu- 
trality and of special treaties. Ger- 
many, therefore, is obliged to give up 
her former attitude of forbearance, 
which she:had maintained because of 
Portugal's awkward situation. 

“The declaration enumerates a long 
series of breaches of neutrality by the 
Portuguese government such as the 
permission of free passage to English 
troops through the colony of Mozam- 
bique, the permission given to Eng- 
lish men of war to use Portuguese 
ports for a time exceeding that given 
neutrals; the permission given the Eng- 
lish army to use Madeira as a naval 
base; actual engagements between 
Portuguese and German troops on the 
frontier of German Southeast Africa 
and Angola; frequent insults to the 
German nation by members of the 
Portuguese parliament, who never were 
reprimanded. 

“The declaration further points out 
that the seizure of German ships in 
neutral Portuguese ports on February 
23 was an act against the law and 
the treaties concluded between Ger- 
many and Portugal.“ 

Germany Not Notified. 

“The declaration states,” says the 
news agency, “that according to the 
treaty between the two nations the 
seizure ought to have been préceded 
by gn agreement regarding the price 
to be paid the owners, and that the 
seizure was only justifiable in case of 
public necessity in Portugal, whereas 
the tonnage of the ships was evident- 
ly larger than that needed to remedy 
the scarcity of the tonnage at Portu- 
gal’s disposal. It is further stated 
that the Portuguese government did 
not even try to enter into communi- 
cation with the German owners or the 
German government. The declaration 
continues: 

*The Portuguese 
these acts openly gave evidence that 
Portugal considers herself England’s 
vassal for whom England’s interests 
and wisheg are paramount in. compari- 
son with other considerations. The 
Portuguese government seized the 
ships in a fashion which must be con- 
sidered as an intentional provocation 
of Germany. The German flag was 
hauled down on board the ships and 
Portuguese flag, with the war em- 
blem set, while the admiral’s ship 
fired a salute.’ , 

“Regarding events of the last few 
days, it is further known that on Feb- 
ruary 27, the German minister to Por- 
tugal protested against thé illegal 
seizure of ships in Portuguese ports. 
Nevertheless the Portuguese govern- 
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ether with instruetions to transmit 
he already quoted declaration to the 
Portuguese government.” 


Ultimatum Was ignored. 

The rupture bétween Germany and 
Portugal was brought about by Portu- 
gars requisitioning German interned 
merchantmen. Following the seizure’ 


of these vessels Germany addressed an ' BRITONS REPULSE 


ultimatum to Portugal demanding re- 
turn of the ships. So far as is known 
this ultimatum was ignored. 

There have been frequent reports 
that Portugal was about to declare 
war with er many because of her 
treaty relations with Great Britain, 
which bound Portugal to place ten 
thousand troops at the disposal of 
Great Britain when required. Imme- 
diately after the war began the Portu- 
guese congress decided that the nation 
would co-operate with the entente 
allies whenever that step seemed nec- 
essary. 

Portugal is the thirteenth nation to 
enter the war. Her regular army con- 
sists of 30,000 men, with 230,000 re- 
serves. She is credited with a total 
available strength of about 870,006 
men. Her navy is comparatively neg- 
ligible, consisting principally of five 
second-class cruisers and some gun- 
boats and smaller craft.

London, March 9.—The morning

According to these accounts the 
fleet included about fifty craft of all 
descriptions from the most modern 
dreadnaughts down to old-fashion tor- 
pedo boats.

SMALLER DEATH RATE 
FROM TUBERCULOSIS 


New York, March 9.— The anti-tuber- 
culosis movement organized in the last 
ten years is having a marked effect on 
the mortality from that disease, says a 
statement issued today by the National 
Association for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis. The death rate 
from that cause, seems to be declining 
more rapidly than the general rate 
from all causes, the association asserts. 

In proof of this, the association 
points to the report of the bureau of 
census showing that the tuberculosis 
death rate declined from 200.7 per 100. 
000 population in 1904 to 146.8 in 1914. 
Nevertheless, the report showed that in 
1914 tuberculosis caused over 10.5 per 
cent of all deaths in the registration 
area of the United States.

NARCOTIC STATISTICS | 


GATHERED BY BLALOCK 


Interesting Information Is Se- 
cured From the Physi- 
cians of Georgia. 


Through questions which are being 
propounded to the physicians of Geor- 
gia, Collector A. O. Blalock, of the in- 
ternal revenue department, hopes 
within the very near future to com- 
pile statistics dealing with the results 
of the Harrison act in this state. 

The physicians of the state are asked 
to furnish the collector with a list of 
the number of patients they have 
treated during the first year of the 
enactment and to give information as 
to the present conditions of the nar- 
' cotic addicts. 

Victims of the narcotic habit are di- 
vided into two classes, curable pa- 
tients and incurable patients. In each 
class are four divisions as follows: Pa- 
tients under twenty years of age, pa- 
tients between twenty and forty years 
of age, patients between forty and 
sixty years of\age, patients over sixty 
years of age. 

Information sought in the report in- 
‘cludes the number of patients treated 
in each division of both classes and 
the number under treatment now. It 
is asked how mamy cures have been 
effected in the cases of the curable 
‘patients while the number of dismis- 
sals is sought in the cases of incura- 
bles.

killed Taylor. She later confessed, how- 
ever, and stated in the trial that for 
four or five years these illicit rela- 
tions between herself and the deceased 
had continued. These relations were 
denied by the state and the only evi- 
dence going to establish them was the 
statement of the girl and the fact that 
Taylor had bé@n seen around the Put- 
nam home.
